DETAILED ACTION 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Guy W. Chambers on 7/24/03. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

I. Claims 1-10 and 32-44 have been deleted without prejudice 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . Claims 19-25, 30-31 and 45-65 are allowed over the prior art. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present invention is directed to a 
mobile phone system host processor coordination and internal mobile phone accounting 
capable. The prior art Ortiz et al (US 5,134,651) teaches a method and apparatus an 
autonomous pay telephones, such as a mobile telephone which includes an 
arrangement for determining and accessing a call rate, per unit of time, for a call placed 
to a given telephone number, a display for displaying in real time as the call progress, 
charges for a completed call as well as an accounting arrangement for storing charges 
accessed for each complete call, (abstract). 

On the other hand, the present invention teaches internal accounting software for 
a cordless hand held mobile telephone unit to store a billing algorithm which can classify 
each telephone call into one of a plurality of billing categories and software for one or

more system provider host processors which stores operating codes needed for mobile 
phone unit activation and stores operating codes needed for setting prepaid funds. 
These limitations, in conjunction with all limitations of the independent claims, have not 
been disclosed, taught or made obvious over the prior art of record.
